‘pable injustice, contradiction and absurdity. 
(Kent's Com., 461, 462.) These authorities 
apply as fully to the interpretation and con- 
struction of Constitutions as to contracts, 
treaties and leyislative enactments. 

The Constitution of this State was created 
| and adopted by a free people in order to se- 

cure to themselves and their posterity the 
| blessings of liberty. . In the declaration of 
| rights, the great fundamental truths that 
|‘ all men are by nature free and indepen- 

dent, and bave certain inalienable rights, 
' among which are those of enjoying and de- 
| fending life and liberty; ac uiring, posses- 
's'ng and protecting property, and pursuing 
and obtaining safety and happiness,” are 
distinctly announced; and it is declared 
that all political power is inherent in the 
people; that Government is instituted for 
the protection, security and benefit of the 
people, and that no person shall be depriv- 
ed of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law. The Constitution secures to 
the citizen the right of suffrage, w-thout 
which he could not cx-rt his political pow- 
er, and without which he would Le impo- 
| tent to secure to himself the full enjoyment 

of life, liberty and property. 

For the accomplishment of the objects 
‘and ends of the government of the State, its 
powers are divided into three departments, 
to each of which is assigned its appropriate 
functions. The judicial department is vest- 
ed in various Courts, having either original 
or appellant jurisdiction, or both, among 
which the Supreme Court is of highest au- 
thority. To it, asthe Court of dernier re- 
| sort, it may fairly be pres:med the people 
intended the citizen might g» in matters of 
gravest concern and most sacred importance 
to him for the enforcement of his rights or 
for the redress of wrongs sustained. - There 
is no right which is of greater va:uz to hin 
than his right to say by his vote who shall 
‘be entrusted with the exercise of the Gov- 
ernment in its several departments ;. because 
the tree ehjoyment of the right of choice is 
precedent and essential to the protection 
and security provided for and promised to 
him in the Constitution. Then to deny to 
him the right of appcal to the highest tri- 
bunal of the State in cases where he may 
have bien deprived ofa right which lies at 
the foundation of all others, would, it seems 
to-us, be depriving him of a privilege which 
| was designed by those who adopted the 
Constituti mn he should have and enjoy. To 
so ititerpret the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion defining the jurisdiction of this Court 
as to close the door to his appeal, would, in 
our judgment, be to refuse to appreciate the 
intention of the people who adopted the 
| Constitution, as deduced from a view of it 
as a charter of our liberties; and would, by 
| an adherence to the strict letter of the pat- 
ticular provision involve us in a contradic-

In framing the law appropriating money 
nid in the constraction of c.rtam Wagon 
nty, I supposed that it 
| would have to stand or fall upom its own in- 
| trinsic merits. But I find that there are & 
| few of our citizens, who, failing to find an 
' objection to the law that will justify their 
| opposition, think or seem to think that if 
they could but see the Act granting the Oro- 
| yille and Beckwith Pass Road franchi ¢, 
| they certainly could find such an objection. 
iIn order\that they may have every fa- 
| cility posalbie in this matter, and that 
every one who really fecls an interest In 
the prosperity of our County may be satis- 
fied upon this question, I will state through 
| your columns the provisions of the franchise 
law. 

It grants to the persons named in the bill 
and their associates, the right to construct a 
Wagon Road from Oroville to Beckwith 
Pass. It requires the Company to locate the 
Road upon the most practicable route be- 
tween those points running up either the 
North or Middle Fork of Feather River. It 
requires the Company to make their surveys 
and locate their Road within eighteen months 
fromthe.passage of the Act. It requires the 
Company to complete the entire Road with- 
in five years thereafter, It grants them the 
right of way, the use of timber, earth and 
stone on the line of the Road, for the build- 
ing of. the same. ‘ 

These are all the grants, limitations, and 
| provisions of the law, and are precisely sim- 
-clar to all grants of this character, samples of

Board of Supervisors. The respondent on 
his ‘part by answer makes like charges as to 
the conduct of the persons acting in the ca- 
pacity of officers of election. at Bull Frog 
quartz mill. A copy of the proclamation 
of the Governor designating the offices to 
be filled at the general election for the year 
1865, was posted upon the warchouse near 
Diamond Spring House, as.required by the 
sixth section to regulate elections, to be 
posted at each place of holding elections, 
but no such copy was posted, at the Buck- 
eye House nor at Bull Frog quartz mill, but 
it appears that a copy of the proclamation 
was put up at Burge’s storehouse on Rush 
creek, about a niile from said quartz mill. 

The centestant made the same objection 
to the election held at the Grizzly Valley 
precinct 23 to the one held at the Buckeye 
House, Fér the Grizzly Valley precinct,the 
polls wcre opened and held at the house of 
A. J. McPike, situated on Grizzly creek, one 
mile from the valley. A copy of the Gov- 
ernor's proclamation was put up there, 
which affords some evidence that the house 
of McPike, which was in Giizzly Valley 
precinct, was the place. intended for the 
purpose. The objections of the contestant 
must therefore be confined to the election 
licld at the warehouse, near the Diamond 
Spring House, and the election held at the 
Buckeye House. 

It is evident from the finding of the 


- County Court there was no pretense on the 


trial that the Board of Supervisors designa- 
ted the warchouse as the place for holding 
the election in the Cascade precinct. The 
testimony produced on the part of the re- 
spondent is conclusive that it was not, 
Sullivan's house, which was three miles from 
the warehouse, was the place designated by 
the Board of. Supervisors, and the fact that 
4 copy of the proclamation was posted up- 
on the warehouse is not sufficient to over-
